Adolf Hitter’s _ blitz-con- 
quests of Poland, of Norway, 
of Belgium, Holland, Luxcm- 
burg, and France are military

In all secrecy and with in- 
credible speed the Nazi leader 
built up a unique military 
machine, beside, which all other 
armies) in the world were 
obsolete. Basing his organi- 
gation tipon experience — ac- 
quired in Spain during the 
eivil war, Hitler placed at the 
head of his mobilized masses 
a modern “airplane plus tank’ 
spearhead. The’ German 


masses were not particularly * 


impressive. They. ‘did not 
need’ to be. It was the 
spearhead of 60,000 men that 
bent France. : . 


To his superior striking 
power the Nazi leader added 
surprise and audacity. Equip- 
ping dive bombers with noise 
makers sounds childish, but 
against green troops it worked. 
By striking suddenly, fiercely 
and without regard for his 
own immediate losses, Hitler 
gained an initiative he never 
. lost. 


Yet no amount of genius 
would have accomplished what 
the Germans accomplished in 
so short a time without two 


over the: Albert Canal, Belgium's 
first and chief Ine of defence, 
thanks to which both Bulgium and 
Holland were doomed to cusy 
conquest. There war no need for 
them, 


The thousands of dissatisfied 
Flemings of the Dinase ’ (Dictsche 
‘Nationale Solidaristen) and the 
members of Leon Degrelle’s Nexist 
Party saw to that. 


But the 60,000, reinforced by the 
usual diplomatic, newspaper, artis- 
tic and business propaganda and 
esplonage corps from Germany, 
played a powerful part in building 
up and financing these treasonable 
Belgian organizations, and in’ ine 
fluencing Important * persons in ow 
sense favourable to Germany. The 
final astoundng decision of King 
Albert to surrender in full battle 
cannot be ascribed to purely Bel-

Most of these junks can carry 
goods up to over 500 piculs n trip. 
Wolfram, Livestock, agricultural pro- 
ducts, feathers, tung oil and marine 
products of every description are 
among the products exported to 
Hongkong via these sailing junks. 
Some metals and raw leather also 
come from Swatow via the Enst River. 

In Chungshun the Japanese 
blockade of the coast having been 
felaxcd somewhat due to the absence 
of serious fighting with the Chinese, 
some fish und vegetables also found 
their way recently into Hongkong via 
Macao. ‘The prices for fish and 
vegetables are slightly higher in 
Hongkong than Macao, which ts 
another reason which encourages the 
exporters of foodstuffs to favour 
Hongkong. 7 


Silk Filatures Reopen 


Some. of the sill Matures which 
flourished in Shuntak = district near 
Canton before the Japanese Invasion 
in 1938 have resumed business. 
About ten such Chincse-owned sille 
filatures which escaped destruction 
when the Japanese occupled Shuntak 
have reopened, while some smaller 
“Matures have been newly organised. 

The Japanese authorities in Shun- 
tuk have compelled the silk flatures 
to trade only with Japanese firms in 


Shameen when exporting their goods | 


abroad. But the price offered by 
the Jnpanese in Shameen is only 
nbout half the amount which the 
producers can secure in Hongkong. 

The Japanese in Canton have also 
imposed a special tax-on oll. kinds 
of sills produced in the occupied arca, 
whether Imported for use in Canton 
or to be exported to foreign lands.

It is - gratifying that the United States at last 
is learning of tho.vital necessity for bases in strate- 
gically important defence areas. 


A cardinal principle of sea 
power is that naval and air bases 
are. key factors in naval 
‘strength. Until ately the 
United States has neglected that 
principle. | 

The only first class naval base 
outside the United States’ con- 
tinental limits is the one’at Pearl 
Harbour, Hawaii. This base has 
cost over a hundred million 
dollars, for the navy’s part alone, 
A second class naval base is now 
being built th Puerto Rico. 

It must be recognized that 
bases for warships and for air- 


| planes are indispensible where 


hostile naval operations may be 
expected. 

Figuratively speaking, bases 
are spots from which to Jaunch 
offensive weapons against an 
enemy. Once sent from the 
base, as projectiles, they can 


operate and ‘steam or fly for a 


specific length of time, when 
they must return to a base for 
refuelling and repairing | of 
damage incurred ‘through con- 
tact with an enemy or from the 
6rdinary wear and tear of can- 
tinuous steaming and flying.

Naval Critic 


It is gratifying that the United States at last 
is learning of the vital necessity for bases in strate- 
gically important defence areas. — : 


A cardinal principle of sea 
power is that naval and alr bases 
are key factors_:in naval 
strength. Until lately, the 
United States has neglected. that 
principle. . . 

The only first class naval base 

outside the United States’ con- 
tinental limits is the onc st Pearl 
Harbour, Hawaii. This base has 
cost. over a ‘hundred million 
dollars, for the navy’s part alone. 
A second class naval base is now 
being built in Puerto Rico. , 
_ It must be recognized that 
bases for warships and for air- 
planes are indispensible where 
hostile naval operations may be 
expected. . 

Figuratively speaking; bases 
are spots'from which to launch 
offensive ‘weapons against an 
enemy. Once sent from” the 
base, us projectiles, they . can 
operate and steam or fly for a 
specific length of time, when 
they must return to a base for 
refuelling and repairing of 
damage incurred through con- 
tact with an enemy or from the 
ordinary wear and tear of con- 
tinuous steaming and flying. 

Thus, we see, 2 Jack of bases 
in any area prohibits effective 
operations in that area. 

In the defence of the North 
American hemisphere -prepara- 
tions for correctly located bases 
nre a most important advanced 
step. The recent offer by Wins- 
ton Churchill of .99 year leases 
of such locations as Newfound- 
land, Barbadoes, Trinidad, etc., 
focuses our attention upon the 
absence of properly fitted bases, 
outside of our continental limits 
for our navy and air force to 
oppose an enemy from across

When considering Britain's 
offer of bases a number of 
points come up for speculation: 
Shall we share these bases with 
the British Empire? Would 
that change our neutral status 
to something else?

Will these bases on leased 
territory be used by only our 
ships and airplanes? Should 
the islands be attacked by an 
enemy fleet or air force, because 
of its British sovereignty, 
would we take part in defensive 
operation ? < 

Our avowed policy is to 
prevent any invasion of the 
Western Hemisphere. In ac- 
quiring such bases from Great 
Britain do we not tacitly enter 
into an alliance with: that Em- 
pire for the purpose of defeat- 
ing an assault on our side of the 
ocean, * : : 

Considering * the question of 
locations for bases, after the 
legal part “has been settled, it 
would apperr that the base of 


Newfoundland should be a first 


class one for the use of big 
ships, submarines and airplanes. 

A first class base should be 
established, too, on Jamaica, 
Trinidad, or Curacao to take care 
of the fleet and its important 
anxiliary weapons, submarines 
and airplanes, Barbadoes, ‘Guan- 
tanamo and Puerto Rico, might 
be secondary bases, primarily 
used by submarines and_ planes. 

At Colon, in the Canal Zone, 
there should be a first class base 
for all arms of the navy.

Newfoundland is .a well located 
position from which to strike a 
naval expedition advancing by 
a northern route .while Bar- 
budoes and Trinidad are located 
tv close up the passages through 
the Lesser Antilles leading to 
the Caribbean and the Panama 
Canal.

Of London 


Poles Play Their Part 

LONDON, Oct. 21 (Reuter). 
—A high tribute to the mar- 
vellous stand against aerial 
invaders in the great Battle of 
london, was paid by General 
Sikorski, the Polish Prime 
Minister and C.-in-C. in a special 
brondcast to the English people. 

He sald: “For over two months a 
great battle has been raging over 
London, It was deliberately ordered 
by Hitler in-order, to break the re- 
sistance of the English people at 
lightning speed und to force them 
into capitulation. This effort has 
faited to bring Britain to its knees 
nnd has forced Hitler to. change his 
tactics nnd turn. his attention clse- 
where. 

“This means that he Js now forced 
to conduct a proteactect war, a 
thought which fills the Germans with 
horror.” 

General Sikorskl expressed pride 
that Polish squadrons were defend- 
ingg London and participating in 
British expeditions to the continent, 
that land forces, already organised, 
were taking over ‘a considerable 
operational section while another 
part of Polaund’s armed forces was 
taking: its stand in Egypt at the side 
of her ollics, and the Polish. Navy 
was fighting stubbornly at the side 
of the British naval forces. 

_A New Europe
